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ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING  WARRANT 
State  of  New  Hampshire 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Haverhill  in  the  County 
of  Grafton  qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said 
Town  on  Tuesday,  March  9,  1954,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  fore- 
noon to  act  on  the  following  matters: 

Article     1.     To  choose  a  Town  Clerk. 

Article  2.  To  hear  the  reports  of  the  Selectmen,  Treas- 
urer, Cemetery  Commissioners  and  any  other  town  officers 
heretofore  chosen  and  to  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Article  3.  To  choose  one  Selectman  for  the  term  of 
three  years,  a  Town  Treasurer,  one  Highway  Agent,  one  or 
more  auditors,  one  Library  trustee  for  the  term  of  three 
years,  one  Cemetery  Commissioner  for  the  term  of  five 
years,  one  trustee  of  trust  funds  for  the  term  of  three  years, 
and  all  other  necessary  town  officers. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  contribute 
funds  for  the  construction  of  Class  V  highways  as  provided 
in  Chapter  188,  Part  13,  laws  of  1945,  and  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  required  for  this  purpose. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  make  any 
alterations  in  the  amount  of  money  required  to  be  raised 
and  appropriated  for  the  ensuing  year  for  the  support  of  the 
town,  as  recommended  by  the  finance  committee  in  its 
budget  report,  to  raise  and  appropriate  all  sums  so  deter- 
mined for  the  purposes  so  determined,  and  to  pass  any  other 
vote  relating  thereto. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
selectmen  to  issue  interest-bearing  notes  or  orders  to  pro- 
vide for  the  current  year's  expenses  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 


Article  7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
selectmen  to  distribute  the  inventory  blanks  by  mail  or  at 
the  time  they  examine  the  taxable  property. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
selectmen  to  administer  or  dispose  of  any  real  estate  ac- 
quired by  the  town  through  collector's  deeds. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appoint  or 
elect  a  budget  committee  to  supervise  the  appropriations  of 
the  town  and  to  recommend  to  the  next  annual  town  meet- 
ing the  amounts  to  be  raised  for  various  purposes,  such 
recommendations  to  be  printed  in  the  next  annual  report. 

Article  10.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  rela- 
tive to  Civilian  Defense  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  required  for  this  purpose. 

Article  11.  To  transact  any  other  business  proper  to 
come  before  said  meeting.

To  the  Citizens  and  Taxpayers  of  llie  Town  of  Haverhill: 

We  herein  submit  our  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1953.  Our  detailed  statements  will  be  found 
on  the  following  pages. 

It  will  be  noted  in  our  reports  that  this  year  we  closed 
the  year  with  a  balance  on  hand.  This  has  not  happened 
in  a  good  many  years  and  we  feel  that  it  has  been  through 
the  cooperation  of  all  Town  Officials  that  this  has  been 
accomplished. 

The  Town  Hall  has  been  completely  rewired  and  new 
emergency  lighting  installed.  We  hope  that  the  citizens  will 
inspect  this  work  for  we  feel  that  an  excellent  job  has  been 
done  with  a  minimum  of  expense. 

As  this  report  is  being  written  the  Town  and  Woodsville 
Fire  District  are  recovering  from  the  shock  of  a  staggering 
fire.  The  heartening  part  of  such  an  experience  is  the  way 
the  citizens  of  the  Town  and  their  neighbors  rally  to  the 
aid  of  those  affected. 

During  this  year  it  was  necessary  for  us  to  readjust  the 
complete  valuation  of  real  property  in  the  Town  and  we 
sincerely  wish  to  thank  the  Taxpayers  for  their  understand- 
ing and  cooperation  in  this  task.

At  the  beginning  of  the  1953-1954  school  year,  there  were 
enrolled  396  students,  an  increase  of  21  over  the  1952  Sep- 
tember registration.  These  pupils  were  distributed  as  fol- 
lows:

The  school  system  was  again  fortunate  in  having  a  low 
percentage  of  personnel  replacement,  there  being  only  four 
changes,  one  in  the  elementary  building,  two  at  the  High 
School,  and  the  music  instructor. 

Mr.  McKelvey  was  promoted  to  the  principalship  of  the 
Graded  School  and  Mrs.  Marion  Lewis  of  Woodsville  was 
employed  as  teacher  of  grade  seven,  filling  the  vacancy 
caused  by  the  resignation  of  Principal  Jeffery.  Mrs.  Lewis  is 
a  Plymouth  graduate  with  several  years  of  successful  teach- 
ing experience  in  the  elementary  field  of  education. 

Mrs.  Katherine  Hatch,  of  Woodsville,  was  welcomed  back 
at  the  High  School  to  her  former  position  as  commercial 
teacher. 
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Miss  Patricia  Heap,  of  Marshfield,  Massachusetts,  a 
graduate  of  Middlebury  College,  A.B.,  replaced  Mr.  Stoebel 
as  music  supervisor.  Miss  Heap  also  has  graduate  credit  at 
Boston  University  College  of  Music. 

Mr.  Robert  Dumais,  of  Somersworth,  New  Hampshire, 
a  graduate  of  Plymouth  Teachers  College,  holding  a  B.  of 
Ed.  degree,  replaced  Mr.  Perry  as  social  science  instructor 
and  coach  of  boys'  athletics.  Mr.  Dumais  previously  taught 
and  coached  at  Enfield  High  School. 

The  plan  of  improving  the  physical  plant  by  replacing 
obsolete  equipment  yearly  is  being  realized  as  per  schedule 
by  your  Board  of  Education.  This  year  a  new  asphalt  tile 
floor  was  laid  in  room  "3"  and  the  old  desks  and  chairs 
replaced  by  moveable  ones.  This  completes  the  renovating 
and  furnishing  of  the  three  classrooms  on  the  first  floor  on 
the  west  side  of  the  high  school  building.  It  is  planned  to 
complete  room  "4"  next  year. 

The  land  south  of  the  High  School  building  was  purchased 
as  instructed  by  the  voters  at  the  last  district  meeting. 
Trees  have  been  removed  and  stumps  cleared  away.  The 
land  should  be  graded  in  the  spring  after  which  an  excellent 
athletic  field  can  be  developed. 

The  practical  arts  building  is  proving  its  worth.  There  are 
58  boys  and  40  girls  that  receive  instruction  there  weekly  in 
general  shop  and  auto  mechanics  for  the  boys  as  well  as 
clothing  and  textiles  and  Homemaking  for  the  girls.  Both 
boys  and  girls  participate  in  general  shop  and  in  home 
economics. 

If  a  child  is  to  live  well  with  others,  he  must  first  accept 
himself;  he  must  feel  that  he  is  adequate.  The  school  exists 
to  help  the  child  better  understand  and  accept  himself,  to 
extend  his  experience  in  many  and  varied  areas,  and  to  help 
him  to  work  with  others  to  satisfy  common  needs. 

The  continued  efforts  of  the  citizens  to  support  their 
schools,  the  interest  and  activities  of  the  school  board  in

In  the  spring  of  1953,  Mr.  Frank  Woodward,  assisted  by 
Mrs.  Arlie  Covell,  put  on  "Old  Snoopy"  as  the  annual 
school  play.  It  was  much  enjoyed  by  an  enthusiastic  audi- 
ence. 

The  cheerleading  was  again  second  to  none  as  all  cheer- 
leaders were  veterans.  Cheerleading  contest  was  sponsored 
and  our  cheerleaders  acted  as  hosts  to  the  visiting  teams. 
Lancaster  High  School  came  out  the  winner. 

Both  basketball  teams  achieved  heights  never  before 
reached.  For  the  first  time  in  Woodsville's  history,  Coach 
Robert  Perry's  basketball  team  won  the  State  Class  C 
Championship  at  Durham!  Winning  ten  and  losing  five 
games  during  the  regular  season,  the  Engineers  qualified 
for  tournament  playoffs,  beating  Lincoln  73  to  60,  Charles- 
town  55  to  53;  in  the  semi-finals  taking  Henniker  51  to  54 
and  trouncing  Whitefield  High  in  the  finals,  68  to  50. 
Charles  Ashley  and  William  Bolos  were  named  on  the  All- 
Tournament  team. 

The  girls'  team,  coached  by  Miss  Lois  Litz,  captured 
their  fourth  consecutive  Ammonoosuc  League  title,  winning 
all  their  league  games,  but  dropping  two  non-league  con- 
tests, one  to  Bradford  and  one  to  Lancaster. 

In  baseball,  the  Engineers  won  the  Ammonoosuc  League 
title.  They  competed  in  the  New  Hampshire  Class  C  Tour- 
nament, beating  Sunapee  13  to  4,  but  losing  to  Troy  5  to  6.

The  academic  standards  of  Woodsville  High  have  con- 
stantly risen.  Required  and  elective  courses  have  been 
strengthened  by  addition  of  new  and  up-to-date  textbooks, 
workbooks,  films,  film  slides,  and  guidance  material.

REPORT  OF  WOODSVILLE  CONSOLIDATED 
SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

Following  the  regular  school  meeting,  this  committee 
was  appointed  by  the  moderator  to  consider  the  numerous 
factors  involved  in  the  possible  effectuation  of  a  consolidated 
school.  The  committee  has  had  several  meetings  of  its  own 
members  and  with  representatives  of  similar  committees 
from  the  communities  of  Bath,  Benton,  North  Haverhill, 
Haverhill,  Pike,  Piermont,  and  Warren,  as  well  as  consulta- 
tions with  the  school  board,  Commissioner  Buley,  and  the 
superintendent. 

Factors  taken  under  consideration  have  been:  number 
of  school-age  children  from  each  community,  both  now  and 
for  some  years  to  come;  location  of  children's  homes;  trans- 
portation facilities  in  existence  and  to  be  needed;  tax  rates 
and  comparative  contributions  from  communities;  existing 
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plant,  facilities,  and  amount  of  space  to  be  needed;  site  of 
consolidated  school.  Finding  the  latter  to  be  a  subject  of 
potential  controversy,  a  special  site  committee  has  been 
chosen  to  investigate  all  the  possibilities  to  ensure  that  the 
best  possible  location  can  be  selected. 

The  committee  was  also  asked  to  evaluate  the  feasibility 
of  dissolving  the  Woodsville  district  in  order  to  facilitate 
the  organization  of  a  consolidated  school.  It  feels  that  no 
recommendation  can  as  yet  be  made  either  way,  since  fur- 
ther data  to  be  assembled  on  the  topics  previously  men- 
tioned will  have  considerable  bearing  on  the  feasibility  or 
non-feasibility  of  dissolution. 

Finally,  the  committee  feels  that  in  view  of  the  progress 
made  so  far,  and  the  importance  to  the  district  of  the  final 
objective,  careful  study  should  continue  to  the  point  where 
final  recommendations  can  be  made.

The  individual  audiometric  sweep  check  hearing  tests 
were  completed  in  grades  1  through  12.  Pupils  failing  this 
test  were  later  given  a  full  audiometric  test  and,  when  neces- 
sary, were  referred  lo  (heir  family  physician  for  further 
examination. 

The  first,  fourth,  and  eighth  grade  pupils  received  a 
physical  examination  by  their  family  doctor  or  the  school 
physician.  Dr.  E.  C.  Campbell. 

Many  of  the  first  grade  pupils  were  examined  in  kinder- 
garten so  that  there  would  be  an  opportunity  to  correct  any 
defects  before  the  child  entered  the  first  grade  in  the  fall. 

There  were  a  series  of  three  immunization  clinics  spon- 
sored by  the  State  Department  of  Health.  Several  school 
children  were  immunized  at  these  clinics. 

Three  pupils  were  examined  and  X-rayed  at  the  Chest 
Clinic  in  June.  One  pupil  attended  the  child  guidance  clinic 
in  May. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Progressive  Club  for  sponsor- 
ing the  mid-morning  milk  program  and  for  their  assistance 
and  cooperation  at  the  immunization  clinics.

There  were  also  three  tuition  pupils  from  Benton  attend- 
ing the  school  at  Pike  and  one  private  tuition  at  Haver- 
hill Corner. 

The  Academy  registered  75  resident  students  and  there 
are  17  attending  Woodsville  High  School.  At  the  Academy, 
there  are  seven  tuition  students,  six  from  Piermont  and  one 
from  Benton,  making  a  total  enrollment  of  82.  92  resident 
students  are  attending  secondary  schools. 
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The  Academy  opened  the  year  with  Mrs.  Alan  Rich  of 
Franconia  and  Mrs.  Doris  Slight  of  Haverhill  as  new 
faculty  members.  Mrs.  Slight,  however,  being  incapacitated, 
was  relieved  of  her  duties  until  December  7th,  by  Mrs.  [nez 
Cookson  of  Groton,  Vermont  and  North  Haverhill,  who 
proved  a  most  able  and  acceptable  substitute. 

Mrs.  Rich  is  a  commerce  major  with  a  B.Ed,  degree  from 
Plymouth  Teachers  College.  She  previously  taught  at  Dow 
Academy  and  more  recently  at  Woodsville  High  School. 
She  teaches  commercial  subjects  at  the  Academy. 

Mrs.  Slight  is  well  known  to  all  Haverhill  residents  and 
had  previously  been  a  member  of  the  Haverhill  Academy 
faculty  for  several  years.  She  returned  to  her  former  posi- 
tion as  Home  Economics  instructor. 

Only  three  other  changes  occurred  in  the  teaching  staff. 
Mrs.  Phyllis  Page  transferred  from  Pike  to  the  intermediate 
grades  at  Haverhill  Corner.  To  replace  her,  Mr.  Earl 
Harris  of  Franklin  was  employed  as  Principal  and  teacher 
of  grades  V-VIII  at  Pike.  Mr.  Harris  holds  a  B.Ed,  degree 
from  Keene  Teachers  College.  He  has  had  several  years  of 
successful  teaching  experience  both  in  secondary  and  ele- 
mentary education  fields,  as  well  as  extensive  travel  and  the 
administering  of  instruction  courses  in  the  armed  services. 
Mrs.  Gertrude  Brooks,  who  formerly  taught  in  the  primary 
room  at  Pike,  returned  to  replace  Mrs.  Louise  Wilson  who 
moved  from  town  last  summer. 

Tribute  is  hereby  paid  to  Harley  Atkins  who,  for  many 
years,  served  as  custodian  of  the  Haverhill  Academy  build- 
ings. The  length  of  service  of  such  a  public  servant  is  to  be 
highly  commended.  "Harley's"  position  has  been  filled  by 
Mr.  Oscar  White  who  is  efficiently  and  conscientiously 
carrying  out  the  work  of  plant  custodian  at  Haverhill 
Corner.  One  must  not  only  have  the  physical  ability  to  per- 
form such  a  task,  but  also  the  patience,  disposition  and 
temperament  to  understand  children  and  to  cooperate  with 
the  faculty  of  his  school.  Mr.  White  is  ably  filling  these  re- 
quirements to  the  satisfaction  of  all  concerned. 
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The  district's  support  of  the  school  lunch  programs  at 
North  Haverhill  and  Haverhill  Corner  is  appreciated.  Mrs. 
Sawyer  and  Mrs.  Chapman  continue  to  serve  appetizing 
and  nutritious  meals  economically  and  well.  The  contribu- 
tion of  money  by  the  V.F.W.,  also  of  both  volunteer  work 
and  financial  aid  by  the  Haverhill  Corner  P.T.A.  and  of 
the  North  Haverhill  Girls'  Club  are  gratefully  acknow- 
ledged. It  is  hoped  that  district  aid  may  be  increased  to 
more  adequately  support  these  programs. 

The  continued  growth  in  the  school  population  in  the  area 
bordering  the  Woodsville-Haverhill  school  district  line  is 
causing  an  ever  increasing  tuition  item  for  the  Haverhill 
district.  This  item  in  the  1952-1953  school  year  amounted 
to  $7,630.00,  in  1953-54  to  $8,490.00,  and  is  estimated  for 
1954-1955  at  $10,060.00.  In  the  best  estimate  of  the  Co- 
operative School  Study  Committee,  Haverhill's  yearly  cost 
of  a  twenty-year  bond  issue  for  a  consolidated  school, 
housing  grades  VII-XII,  would  not  be  over  $8,937.50,  as  is 
illustrated  in  the  following  table:

Not  only  does  such  consolidation  of  the  secondary  pupils 
seem  economically  sound  but  the  over-crowded  condition  of 
the  Haverhill  Corner  grammar  school  would  be  relieved  by 
the  loss  of  its  two  upper  grades.  The  same  reduced  enroll- 
ment at  North  Haverhill  would  allow  the  remainder  of  the 
Center  Haverhill  pupils  to  be  transported  to  North  Haver- 
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hill,  thus  eliminating  the  obsolete  water  and  toilel  facilities 
now  tolerated  at  the  Center  school. 

If  a  child  is  to  live  well  with  others,  he  must  firsl  accepl 
himself;  he  must  feel  that  he  is  adequate.  The  school  exists 
to  help  the  child  belter  understand  and  accept  himself,  to 
extend  his  experience  in  many  and  varied  areas,  and  to  help 
him  to  work  with  others  to  satisfy  common  needs. 

The  eon  tinned  efforts  of  the  citizens  to  support  their 
schools,  the  interest  and  activities  of  the  school  board  in 
establishing  school  policies  and  the  efficient  guidance  by  the 
teachers  in  carrying  out  their  professional  duties  by  develop- 
ing a  sound  philosophy  of  education  in  the  schools,  is  hereby 
acknowledged  with  sincere  approval  and  appreciation. 

Your  attention  is  directed  to  the  reports  of  the  Principal 
of  Haverhill  Academy  and  of  the  School  Nurse  which 
follows  this  report.

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PRINCIPAL'S    REPORT 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  submit  herein  my  thirtieth  report  of  Haverhill  Academy 
and  High  School  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1953. 

The  total  enrollment  for  the  school  year  beginning  in 
September  to  date  has  been  eighty-three.  Of  this  number 
five  have  left  school  leaving  an  enrollment  of  seventy-eight 
as  of  date.

There  are  only  seven  tuition  pupils  enrolled  this  year. 
Of  this  number  six  come  from  the  town  of  Piermont  and 
one  from  Benton.  This  is  the  smallest  number  of  tuition 
pupils  enrolled  at  Haverhill  Academy  over  a  period  of  the 
last  twenty-five  years.  It  would  seem  that  some  effort 
should  be  made  to  increase  the  number  particularly  from 
the  areas  of  Piermont,  Warren,  and  Benton.  The  cost  of 
maintaining  schools  affords  an  excellent  example  of  the 
principle  of  operating  under  "diminishing  costs."  That  is, 
the  cost  of  providing  for  additional  pupils  is  nowhere  near 
proportional  to  the  increase  in  pupils.  This  is  true  at  least 
up  to  the  point  of  increase  where  additional  teachers  and  or 
additional  space  would  be  required. 

Diplomas  were  awarded  to  the  following  graduates  in 
June:  William  Ames,  Nelda  Bean,  Shirley  Bruce,  Annette 
Darling,  Richard  Fagnant,  Louise  Hood,  Shirley  Hood, 
Maxine  Houston,  Shirley  Ingalls,  Rita  McCoy,  Sheila  Mc- 
Kean,  Joyce  Merrill,  David  Monroe,  Evelyn  Irwin  Smith, 
and  Ann  Swan. 

Scholastic  honors  were  won  by  the  following  graduates 
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iii  the  order  named:  Maxine  Houston,  Shirley  [ngalls, 
Evelyn  [rwin  Smith,  and  David  Monroe.  Maxine  Houston 

was  awarded  the  Scholarship,  Loyally,  and  Achievement 
medal  and  Shirley  Ingalls  was  awarded  the  John  Dexter 
Locke  Latin  Prize.  The  Eighth  Grade  Improvement  Prize 
was  awarded  to  Rupert  McKean.  Six  of  the  fifteen  gradu- 
ates are  continuing  their  education  in  post-secondary  insti- 
tutions. 

No  significant  changes  have  been  made  in  the  Program 
of  Studies.  The  registration  cards  show  that  there  are  fifty- 
two  enrolled  in  the  general  curriculum,  eighteen  in  the  bus- 
iness education  curriculum,  and  thirteen  in  the  scientific. 
If  this  distribution  of  pupils  among  the  three  curricula 
would  hold  through  the  four  years,  our  school  would  prob- 
ably be  providing  its  fair-share  of  pupils  trained  in  the  prere- 
quisites at  least  to  meet  the  demands  of  our  present  econ- 
omy. But  this  distribution  does  not  hold  through  to  gradu- 
ation. There  is  a  tendency  for  pupils  who  start  out  in  the 
scientific  curriculum  in  their  freshman  year  to  change  to 
the  general  curriculum.  In  some  instances  this  is  justifiable. 
Consequently  the  number  who  do  graduate  in  the  scienti- 
fic curriculum  is  very  small.  At  the  present  time  there  are 
but  jour  of  the  thirty -jour  in  the  senior  and  junior  classes 
combined  who  will  graduate  in  the  scientific  curriculum. 
There  is  a  tendency  to  avoid  the  more  difficult  and  challeng- 
ing subjects  in  the  advanced  sciences  and  mathematics. 
Not  only  is  this  trend  characteristic  of  our  high  school  and 
other  high  schools  throughout  the  country  but  it  is  even 
more  pronounced  in  our  colleges.  The  net  result  is  that  there 
is  an  alarming  shortage  of  scientifically  and  mathematically 
trained  personnel  to  meet  the  ever  increasing  demands  that 
a  highly  technological  society  such  as  ours  imposes.  More 
high  school  and  college  students  who  have  the  ability  should 
elect  and  carry  through  to  graduation  the  scientific  and 
mathematical  courses.  Failure  to  do  so  will  result  in  a  level- 
ing-off  of  our  advancement  in  the  field  of  science  and  eventu- 
ally in  failure  to  maintain  our  present  level. 
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The  Driver  Training  course  continues  to  be  popular. 
There  are  twenty  taking  the  course  this  year.  There  are 
fifty  pupils  in  school  who  are  or  will  be  sixteen  years  old  or 
older  by  March  1st  when  the  present  course  ends.  Of  this 
number  thirty-three  have  had  or  are  taking  the  course.  Of 
the  twenty  now  in  school  who  hold  driver-licenses  thirteen 
have  previously  completed  the  course.  That  these  courses 
offered  in  the  high  schools  throughout  the  country  are  pay- 
ing dividends  can  readily  be  seen  in  the  low  accident  rate 
among  those  who  have  taken  the  course  as  compared  with 
a  like  number  of  drivers  in  the  same  age-group  who  have 
not  taken  it.  Further  evidence  that  driver  training  courses 
reduce  accidents  is  observable  in  the  reduced  rates  offer  by 
insurance  companies  in  several  states  to  those  who  have 
taken  the  course. 

An  average  of  approximately  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
five  including  both  the  elementary  and  high  school  are 
being  served  by  the  Hot  Lunch  Program.  Twenty-five  cents 
buys  a  hot,  well-prepared,  and  well-balanced  lunch.  The  pro- 
gram is  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Chapman  again  and 
sponsored  by  the  Haverhill  Corner  P.T.A. 

The  athletic  teams,  the  glee  club,  the  Student  Council, 
the  class  organizations,  the  dances,  and  parties  give  all  an 
opportunity  at  least  to  participate  in  some  activity  outside 
of  the  regular  class  work  and  thereby  give  to  each  a  feeling 
of  responsibility  and  a  sense  of  belonging. 

Recent  purchases  from  the  appropriations  made  by  the 
Trustees  for  specific  purposes  include  the  following:  Risers 
for  the  stage  at  Alumni  Hall,  sixty  steel  folding  chairs,  liquid 
duplicator,  new  attractive  backstop  for  both  commons,  and 
the  usual  appropriation  for  visual  aids. 

The  hearty  cooperation  of  all  connected  with  the  work 
of  our  school  is  gratefully  acknowledged  and  deeply  ap- 
preciated.

The  annual  vision  screening  tests  were  completed  in  all 
schools.  When  defects  were  found,  written  notices  were  sent 
home  to  parents  or  guardians. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Haverhill  Chapter  of  the  Ameri- 
can Red  Cross  for  their  assistance  in  the  Sight  Conservation 
program. 

The  individual  audiometric  sweep  check  hearing  test  was 
completed  in  all  grades.  Pupils  that  failed  the  sweep 
check  test  were  later  given  a  complete  audiometric  test  and 
were  referred  to  their  family  physician  for  further  examin- 
ation when  necessary. 

During  April,  May,  and  June,  a  series  of  three  immuniza- 
tion clinics  were  sponsored  by  the  State  Department  of 
Health.  Twenty-two  school  children  received  immunizations 
at  these  clinics.  Thanks  are  clue  the  V.F.W.  and  its  Auxiliary 
for  assistance  at  these  clinics  and  transportation  provided 
to  and  from  each  clinic. 

One  pupil  attended  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic  held  in 
Lebanon  in  February. 

I  am  very  happy  to  report  that  a  most  successful  dental 
clinic  was  held.  Pupils  from  the  1st  and  2nd  grades  were 
taken  to  Dr.  Philip  Munson's  office  in  Bradford,  Vermont. 
There  was  a  total  of  seven  mornings  9-12.  Fifty-two  child-

ren  were  examined  by  Dr.  Munson  and  forty-five  of  this 
number  received  treatment.  Permanent  teeth  only  were 
filled.  Cleanings  and  emergency  extractions  were  done  when 
necessary.  Transportation  was  donated  by  parents  and 
others  interested  in  the  success  of  the  clinic.  In  this  way, 
all  funds  raised  for  dental  clinic  were  used  for  actual  dental 
care. 

Thanks  go  to  the  V.F.W.  and  its  Auxiliary  for  $10  which 
was  given  for  the  dental  clinic. 

The  Red  Cross  Home  Nursing  Course  was  offered  to 
Junior  and  Senior  girls  in  the  Home  Economics  Class  at 
Haverhill  Academy.  At  the  completion  of  the  course,  pins 
and  Red  Cross  Home  Nursing  Certificates  were  given.  The 
local  chapter  of  the  Red  Cross  supplied  money  to  purchase 
many  of  the  supplies  used  in  the  course.  Larger  items,  such 
as  beds,  linens,  etc.,  were  borrowed  from  the  County  Hos- 
pital. I  would  like  to  thank  Mr.  Ronald  Sargent,  Chairman 
of  the  Haverhill  Chapter  of  Red  Cross,  Mrs.  Hazel  Clark, 
Home  Nursing  Chairman,  Christele  Aldrich,  Matron  Graf- 
ton County  Farm,  and  everyone  that  helped  make  this 
course  available. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  Mr.  Bennett,  to  the 
teachers,  and  to  the  parents  for  the  kind  cooperation  which 
I  have  received  this  year.
